Agrees with Harding’s Views. 


> Proponents of this program believe 
that it squares with Senator Harding’s

“I promise you formal and effective 
peace so quickly as a Republican con- 
gress can pass its declaration for a 
Republican executive to sign. Then 
3 : we may turn to our readjustment at 
home and proceed deliberately and re- 
flectively to that hoped for world re- 
iationship which shall satisfy both 
conscience and aspirations and _ still 
hold us free from menacing involve- 
nent.” 
In behalf of this plan it is contended 
‘that the American people voted over- 
whelmingly against entanglement of 
' the United States in the affairs of Eu- 
rope, not. only through the Wilson 
league of nations, but through sanction 
of the peace terms proper and mem- 
bership in the commissions that will 
enforce those terms. 


Senate Clash Forecast. 


There will be a clash between the 
advocates of this program and those 
who would accept the Versailles peace 
rms with the league covenant either 
timinated or modified. 
It is significant, however, that the 
Republican senators now’in Washing- 
ton, representing all shades of opinion 
o the treaty and league questions, are 
practically unanimous in the belief 
that the Harding administration wil! 
declare peace with Germany and Aus- 
tia by resolution similar to the Knox 
fesdlution vetoed by Mr. Wilson. Here 
are their views: 

Borah, Idaho, irreconcilable—A reso- 
lution similar to the Knox resolution 
declaring peace should be passed by 
congress without delay and signed by 
the president. Then the United States 


should begin trading with all the 
world. 


United States Asks No Favors.

That charges against police captains 
may follow the arrests is indicated in 
the fact that Chief Fitzmorris did not 
use uniformed policemen in the raids, 
and that no attempt was made to ob- 
tain aid from the various captains in 
the districts. | 

By obtaining evidence in the raids 
the chief has automatically obtained 
eVidence that captains allowed gam- 
bling houses to flourish in their dis- 
tricts, it was explained.

DEMANDS 
ARMY,SAYS PARIS 


Temps Declares Allies 
Are Facing Facts. 


PARIS, Nov. 21—The Temps, in a 
leading editorial today, warns France 
and Great Britain that with the rapid- 
ity with which the new Greek gov- 
ernment is acting, the allies will find. 
themselves “in the face of. a serics 
of accomplished facts.” 

“To speak frankly,” the newspaper 
adds, “The French public does not 
understand how the Franco-British 
negotiations can be delayed by the re- 
grettable indisposition of Earl Curzon 
of Kedleston [the British foreign sec- 
retary], and how, as the same time, 
a British admiral can be talking with 
former King Constantine at Lucerne.” 


Predicts Return of Constantine. 


The Temps reminds the allies that } 
the “restoration has ‘been acctv %- 
plished” by the naming of Olga as 
regent of Greece and her issuance of 
a proclamation and instructions to the 
government for the courts to act in 
the name of Constantine. It points out

DUBLIN, Nov. 21.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Many per- 
sons are reported to have been 


when “black and tans” invaded 
a football match today and fired 
on the crowd. 

The Tipperary team was play- 
ing against the Dublin team in 
Croke park before a crowd of 
15,000 when “ black and tans ’’} 
entered in force by the two gates 
and, after a scene of wild confu- 
sion, fired on the people, 

The casualties at the park are 
othcially given as ten killed and 
sixty-five injured, but other re- 
ports place the number killed as 
high as thirty. 


Follows Many Murders. 


The affray followed a series of | 
raids on Englishmen throughout 
the city which apparently were 
prearranged. Fourteen officers or | 
former officers of the crown forces 
were killed and sixty were wound- 
ed in these attacks. 

All of these raids were conduct- 
ed in exactly the same manner. 
Small bodies of men, numbering | 
generai.y from six to eight, pre-| 
sented themselves at various 
houses, called their victims out or 
entered and shot them.

Other Subcommissions. 


Subcommission No. 1 deals with the 


admission of the states formed from 
Russia—Esthonia, Latvia, Lithuania, 
and Luxembourg. 

Subcommission No. 3, with Dr. Fridt- 

Nansen of Norway as chairman, 

deals with the admission of Georgia, 
Armenia, Azerbaidjan, Ukraine, and 
Costa Rica, which President Wilson re- 
fused to invite last year on account of 
revolutions. 

If Germany's admission is not con- 
sidered because, technically, she has 
not applied, then admission of Mexico 
will be thrown out. It is also under- 
stood that if the German question is 
. opened, Mexican interests will ask that 
she be considered, too. There has 
been no movement for the admission 
of San Domingo, the only other state 
not invited originally. 

League’s Weakness Revealed. 

The first week of the league assem- 
bly reveals its weakness. Without the 
United States in the league no great 
power seems ready to force any issue 
to a conclusion. Various states even 
are reluctant to pass motions on minor 
questions through fear of having too 
much legislation on the league's books 
when America enters and asks revision 
of the covenant and the methods of 
procedure. 

It is being pointed out that the more 
Gecisions the league makes without ap- 
proval of the United States the greater 
will be the difficulty of getting Amer- 
ica to enter it. 

The Japanese and Chinese delega- 
tions are in close contact. Dr. Welling. 
ton Koo, head of the Chinese contin- 
gent, was the dinner guest tonight of 
Viscount Ishii,~Japanese ambassador 

to Paris. «Rey 
Rumors of Truce. 

Dr. Koo likewise ‘has entertained 
Viscount Ishii as well as Mr. Hayashi, 
the Japanese ambassador at London. 
It is understood the Japanese and Chi- 
nese are seeking a truce or an agree- 
ment of their separate policies pending 
the United States’ decision. 

Supporters of Germany’s admission 
believe that America favors taking in 
all former enemy states and, therefore, 
are determined to force this issue to 
& head. 

These persons are even willing to in- 
clude Russia if the juridical commis- 
sion investigating this phase reports to- 
morrow that admission of a state does 
not imply that every member of the 
league recognizes its government.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 21.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Profits of wheat flour millers in 
the northwest for the last five years 
have averaged 24.4 per cent on their 
average investment, according to the 
federal trade commission. 


In 1916-17 the profit amounted to 44.7 
per cent, according to the report. The 
average annual earnings for the five 
year period for the southwestern mill- 
ers was 23.5 per cent, but. those of 
the eastern group amounted to only 
15.8 per cent. |

1918 price of flour, the report says:
